tions in the name of the United Nations, a thing 
half Communist and largely under the influence 
and direction of Zionist revolutionaries. They are 
being troined to govern us with absolute power 
if and when the President proclaims martial law. 

. It: may be that martial law—rule by the army 
—would be necessary in time of emergency, to 
help police and the FBI cdpe with the millions 
of Communists, Zionists and willing “liberal” tools 
inside our borders. All good Americans would 
want to cooperate with the military. But mar- 
tial law does not require specially selected and 
trained “Military Government” units — to rule 
over their own people. The Army would need 
merely to back the local polite and the FBI in 
their operations. The new force is to be a com- 
plete government — stemming from Washing- 
ton and the United Nations—sweeping aside our 
local self government. 

During July Military Government units, trained 
at Fort MacArthur, seized several cities in Los 
Angeles county in “dry runs” for training, and in 
each instance they issued their proclamations as 
coming from the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil. They said they were being trained primarily 
to govern foreign territories captured by our 
armies, but they said also they would take over 
Americam territory if and when it has been oc- 
cupied by any enemy and then liberated by our 
troops. There is much talk also that they will 
take over if the West Coast is threatened with 
attack. 

We got a still stronger warning from a meeting 
of the Military Government Association. in June 
at 218 West 7th Street, Los Angeles, in which a 
high public official, a member of the association, 
said “we are going to have military government 
whether we like it or not,” and other association 
leadérs spoke in a like vein. While the associa- 
tion is unofficial, evidently these association lead- 
ers expect to wield great influence in the MG dic- 
tatorship if and when it comes. 

The personnel of the new Military Govern- 
ment units seem to be largely out of the old 
American Military Government (AMG) crowd 
which Roosevelt and Truman sent to rule con- 
quered peoples as we took territory. Reporting

The puzzled, the undecided, may still ques 
tion the crimson hue of Americans for Democratie 
Action.’

On October 15th, I congratulated you in my 
private letter for your speech on the "Town Hall

helped them to escape to Russia where they used 
that money to organize a Central European Bol- 
shevik Revolution. Only Mr. Ferenc Nagy’s name 


.is more hated by the Hungarians who are wait- 


ing for the time when they can punish the be- 
trayers. 

The. “Voice of America” employs such ques- 
tionable characters as Mr. Izzo Szekely whose 
indictment by the Hungarian court, for forgery 
and embezzlement, is still in force. His Com- 
munist sympathies are known facts. 

Also with the “Voice of America” is Mr. Joe 
Sombor-Schweinitzer who, during the first months 
of the German occupation, with his boss and 
iriend, Colonel Main Himler (C. I. C. agent, Com- 
munist party member) shipped back to Hungary 
hundreds of innocent, democratic-minded Hun- 
garians to be executed by the Communists. They 
received $400. for every person they sold to the 
Communists.
